The World thanks you for 
your wise and bold words siioken at so 
critical a time. It is also becoming to 
acknowledge witli profouml respect the 
eloquent and impressive messages of 
concord and amity received by the 
World from Cardinal Logiie, Primate of 
Ireland (who cabled from Rome); Car- 
dinal Vaughn, .Archbishoi) of Westmin- 
ster ; Dr. Walsh, .Archbiriliop of Dublin; 
Lord Plunketl, Aichbishop of Dublin 
and Kildare; the Archbishop of Armagh, 
the Hisliops of London, Liverpool, Man- 
chester and Chester; Mr. Gladstone and 
Lord Kosebery. 

" It is ho])ed here that the logic of 
this unprecedented expression of kindli- 
ness of the greatest dignitaries of 
Church and State may yet leml to the 
arbitration of a dispute, so trivial that it 
could remain unsettled for seventy 
years.

Ci uiservati ves, Au- 
tonomists, Reformists, Spaniards, Cu- 
bans, men, women and everybody united 
in a gretit brotherhood. About -10,000 
people in all took part in the demonstra- 
tion. The procession started at Central 
park, and took its course up Obisto to 
the Plaza do .Annas. In front of the 
palace of Cien. Clamiios a committee 
went up lo give the general greeting, 
and Sen or .Santos Ciuzman, of tlie Union 
Constitutional, spoke on behalf of the 
Conservatives as follows : 

" Our party reassure you of their un- 
conditional support when it is necessary. 
The entire country is represented here 
in the iiiilace to-night. We protest 
against the revolution backetl by many 
of the foreigners and by many Cuban 
liandits, and we are not disposed to be 
mined by a tendency toward the rule of 
barbarism. ■' 

Gen. Cainpo.s answered as follows: 
"What can 1 reply to Mie noble wordsof 
Senor Guzman in behalf of the three 
parties? I congratulated myself upon 
the unity of the political parties, and I 
entreat you not to forget at this moment 
what should be the standard of our fu- 
ture doings. The danger tliiit threatens 
us is more show than real, because the 
genuine Cubans will forever remain un- 
der the glorious banner of the civilized 
discoverer of America. 

" I do not deny that my mind was 
gloomy a few days ago at Matanzas, 
when I saw the flames come even to our 
horses' hoofs. I do not deny niy grciit 
sorrow when towns pi'rish. I confess 
that if the enemy had atleniptud 10 re- 
sist there would have been a cruel 
punishment meted out for theiresecrable 
crimes. 

" In view of the behaviorof the rebels, 
I decided to return to Havana lo con- 
duct operations from lierii. But, gentle- 
men, J was disheartened at the tliongbl 
that 1 had fallen under you r displeasure. 
But U|ion arriving here I sart- that 1 was 
assured of your unconditional supjiort, 
which brought me ease of mind. 1 am, 
therefore, compelled to persevere, as 1 
have always done, in the love of my 
country." 

Gen. Campos was acclaimed in and 
outside of the i)alace, and had to make 
his appeiirance on the balconies while 
the spectiitors were fraiictically shouting 
" X'iva l'',si)aiia ; viva Campos."

Campos said: " Vour deiiionst i-at ion in 
my honor is a lu-ooi ui your love to- 
wards Spain, and I protest against the 
vandal deeds of those who, in the name 
of liberty and independence, desolate 
lliis lieauliful and wealthy island, which 
is not even the land where they were 
born. In the pi-es' Ui'e of this gh.rious 
demonstration, 1 ieel ju-ouil thai 1 ^va^ 
president of tlie council by n hicli iiiierty 
to the negroes was sauclioued, liecaiise 
thai law equalizes all who are brought 
up under the glorious Castilian banners. 
Thanks to you in the name of Spain, of 
our virtuous queen and of lln- king." 

The address was followed liy more 
shouts of " N''va I'lsiiaiia" and great 
and iirolonged cheering. 'J'he diU'ereiit 
|>arty leaders all signed a message, 
which wan sent lo Senor (Jaiioyas ilid 
Castilh', the Spanish premier, giving a 
description of the successful meeting 
and demonstration.

Tlie jjolice 
JuagiHtrate, liowevcr, tliought the lan- 
guage used sufhcieut, to jM-ovoke the 
blows received. 

J. R. Gordon, of Connecticut, an ex- 
pert in tobacco, says that the samples 
sent him of tobacco grown in Agassi/., 
B.C., are e(iual to any grown in tlie I'ni- 
ted States. Mr. (Jordoii'.s interest is so 
aroused tliat lie will come to British 
Columbia to investigate the tobacco 
problem at Ills earliest convenience. 

Sir Charles Ross bonded some mines 
in RoBsland, and is in San Francisco 
trying to dispose of them. 

Several days downpour of heavy wet 
snow is doing great damage in Vancou- 
ver, and has alreaily destroyed a large 
amount of teleiihone^ jiroperty and seri- 
ously affected the tram system. 

Tlie Dominion authorities liavo writ- 
ten that the removal of tlie Burnaby 
shoal, the erection of a liglitliouse at the 
Narrows, and the putting of a draw in 
the O.P.R. bridge will have the atten- 
tion of the government. 

The Vancouver poultry show takes 
place on January 7. One hundred and 
seventy dollars have been contributed 
in cash and jirizea. 

Those holding shop licenses to sell 
liquor, claim that the council only has 
power to charge them .$150 jier annum, 
wiiile they are charging them .$400.

It is a 
handsome sjiccimen and was found in 
Lightning creek the past season. Among 
good finds Mr. ^argent, of the Slougli 
creek company, has a handsome ."fSO 
piece founil on Slough creek near the 
mouth of Nelson. 

Messrs. Veatch and i\IcCrac, of tiie 
Cinnaliar mine, Savonas, .'^peiit a ilay 
this week in Ashcroft. About twenty- 
three men are at work, all but four being 
white miners. The mine is looking well, 
but no smelting was being done on 
aciMinnt of the retorts not being protected 
from the weather. Drifts are being run 
and the mine thoroughly ojiened uj). 
The grade of ore is v^'ry high. Thisiidne 
is sai<i to be the only ])roduclivc <iuick- 
fiilver mine in operation that is under 
the protection of tho lirilisii Hag. It 
seems strange that neither Ihigland or 
any of her colonies, except in this one 
case, should possess a cinnabar mine. 

John E. Ely, now in charge of the 
Horsefly Gold Mining Company's prop- 



erty in'the Horsefly, brings thQ report 
that McCallum and List have struck 
rich ground on their claim about 1,000 
feet from the line of the Harper ground. 
They have a drift in tlie bench about 
seventy feet and from the inner end of 
the drift iiave .sunk aliout seventeen feet 
to the date of Mr. Ely's departure. The 
extent of their strike is not known but 
the gravel is said to be very rich in tho 
liottom of the shaft and the owners are 
jubilant. One hundred thousand pounds 
of the Ward piiie is now on its way to 
the 150. The riveters will be in about 
February 1, and the work on tlie Horse- 
fly company's ground will be pushed 
antl the Campbell hydraulic elevatorput 
ill under the direction of its inventor 
and ijatentee, iMr. Campbell, as as early 
a date as jiossible. Some good work 
may conlidontly be looked for in the 
Horsefly country next season. 

F. E. Young, general manager for the 
Pittsburg & Cariboo Gold Dredging 
Company, has gone East to look over 
and test tho machinery now about ready 
to he shipped to Quesiielle for the new 
dreilge bi'ing constructed at that point. 
He is interested in the small cheilger 
now in o]ieratioii at Mormon Bar, six 
miles from Lytton. Ho siiys the contli- 
tioiis are very favorable for dredging on 
the Eraser where he will operate, and 
his company have 30 miles of river bed 
and intend to have several machines at 
work within a few months of the com- 
pletion of the one now building. If the 
new dredger does not pay lor itself 
every HO days Mr. Young says he will be 
disapj)ointed. 

F. 11. Lantz, foreman of the Montreal 
claims on Quesnelle river near Beaver, 
was in town this week on his way to 
Alberni, where he has some interests 
which he goes to look after. iMr. Lantz 
reports work on the Montreal Company's 
ground, under thedirection of the sujier- 
intemlent, Mr. Drummond, is going 
ahead in good shape. Some very rich 
ground has been found, and tho com- 
pany on the whole are very well satis- 
lied. The cost of opening up this gigan- 
tic jiroperty will not be les.s than a 
quarter of a million dollars, but when- 
ever opened up will be a dividend payer 
longer than the present owners can ex- 
pect to live. It is expected to take two 
years to get the mine in working order.

Tlie Pnrpose of the Telegraphic Fakes 
Which Have Recently Adorned 
the Times. 



The Times of March 6, 1801, contains 
Jlr. Teiiipleman's estimate of the aver- 
as;e Victoria voter. Just now, wlicn 
conipliments are tlic orilcr of tlic day, it 
will do tlio avurago elector no harm to 
let him know what tlie nianatrinf; editor 
of tlie Times, when he is not seeking 
votes, thinks of him. The picture that 
he draws of him is not by any means 
pretty and, as was said at the time, not 
true to life. After the general election 
of 1891 Mt. Templeman felt and ex- 
pressed the utmost contempt for the 
average voter. This is how he described 
him : 

" The average voter is the reverse of 
pervious as touching his skull.

In the estimations ot our directors the 
time has come wlien we should under- 
take work along the line of technical 
education or manual training and we 
believe that if we are successful in this 
enterprise we will be supplying in a 
measure, a great deficiency in the edu- 
cational training of the boys of this city. 
The training of the hand and eye and 
brain along practical mechanical lines 
is now recognized by all progressive edu- 
cationists as of utmost importance look- 
ing to the future usefulness of the imli- 
vidual. Hoys in the country, it is tme, 
pick up a good deal of experience along 
such linea without any systematic in- 
struction. They become practical farm- 
ers, amateur cari)enters, and learn 
something of iron forging without ever 
attending a manual training cla.ss. But 
our city boys have not such :i<lvaii[ages, 
and if we would give them Ibi' b«t pos- 
sible ecpiipiiienl lor practical iife we 
must supply such (leiiciency as k'st we 
can and give them some instruction and 
and experience along manual training 
lines. 

It is the aim of the Association to lie 
of the utmost practical benelit to tlie 
young men of this city; and not only to 
the young men but to the boysas well — 
the "coming young men. One of the 
means by which we have bieenendeavor- 
ing to help young men is pur education- 
al classes. In reading. writ- 
ing and arithmetic, bookkeeping, 
slenoirraplij', mechanical drawing and 
m inerology we are lu'lpiii;; a number of 
our earnest young men to lx.'tter fit 
themselves for the practi('al work of life, 
aiul in the i)uneluality and zeal shown 
by the students ul tending our classes we 
have abundant evidence of their ai)pre- 
ciation of their oi)|)ortunities. We are 
now anxious to extend similar advant- 
ages to the boys by organizing and con- 
ducting classes in nianuiU training, such 
as carpentry, wood carviiin and turning, 
blacksmith wol-k and agriculture. We 
iiroposo to begin with-nrnotical carpentry 
tiv organizing classes for b^ys of twelve 
years of ape and u p wards j tuul instruct- 
ing them in the care and use of tools 
and in the elements of construction, 
\vit,li almndance of jiractical work. 

For the ncce::.sary fi|iiii»nienl of t(Jols, 
etc., for this class, the sum of iyJM is re- 
(iniri'd, and it is for liii;i iliat we appeal 
to the friends of Mic :l^;HOciatioll who are 
interested in this feature of its work. 
The above amount will enalile us to 
organize (d asses in irliieh \vc can accom- 
modate a total of from thirty to forty 
boys.

ONE OF THE MYSTEIUES. 

Tb there any one in Viutoriti, ],iljui'nl 
or Conaervntivu, who can, to adopt the 
language of Mr. Botiwell, exi)ouiul 
the policy of the Opposition on the 
school question upon convincing 
grounds? Has any Liberal yet said — 
and in this inquiry we include Mr. Bod- 
well himself — in clear, distinct and 
delinite terms, what tlie (Opposition 
would do in tlie matter if power were 
placed in their hands? Wo liear a good 
deal about the iniquity of coercing Mani- 
toba, and we are told in thrilling tones to 
keep our hands off Manitoba, but beyond 
a few indefinite and ambiguous general- 
ities we have not been tokl how the 
Opposition propose to settle the ques- 
tion. Mr. Laiirier lias talked about re- 
sorting to the sunny and soothing 
ways of diplomacy, and he has de- 
clared that ho would inquire into the 
facta. This is all very fine, hut supooso 
that the stubborn Manitobuna should 
turn a deaf ear to Mr. Laurier's honeyed 
accents, wliich they certainly would if 
he asked them to give tlio minority j 
.schools of their own, or that the conimis- 
siouers of inquiry give a report as un- 
meaning, as indefinite and asinconclusiye 
as one of Mr. Laurier's own speeclies — 
which wo are sorry to say commissions 
of inquiry are wont to do — what course 
would the Oppoait ion t iien pursue? Xo 
answer ban as yet licrn given to this 
question, and the leading Liberals one 
and all avoid answering it. 

As we all know the Government of 
Manitoba have definitely and distinctly 
refused to redress the grievance of the 
minority. They say that there is no 
grievance to redress. In taking 
this position it is believed that 
they are backed up by the great major- 
ity of the people of Manitoba. It has 
been said that it Mr. Greenway and his 
colleagues showed the slightest disposi- 
tion to come to a compromise with the 
minority on this school question 
they would be immediately repudiated 
tty the men who have placed them in 
power. 

Has Mr. Laurier, we ask, any means 
at his disposal by which he can change 
the minds and soften the hearts of the 
majority of the Manitoba electors ? If 
he has. why does he keep it 
profound secret. Will the people of 
Manitoba grant to Mr. Laurier, because 
he is such a vi^ry nice, Hweet-Hpoken 
man, what they have refused to Mr. 
BowpH and liis colleagues in the (iovern- 
luent? Does Mr. Laurier propose to 
abandon the question? Will he leave 
the Manitobans to settle the school ques- 
tion among themselves, regardlesH of the 
petitions and appeals of the minority? 
If lie does it would be the easiest thing 
in tiie world to say so. If he did this 
(here would bo a distinct and 
fair issue l)otween him and the Gov- 
ornment, He would then have 
a policy. But he has said nothing of the 
kind. We are surprised that the 
zealous anti-coercionists, the sincere 
advocates of non-interference, have not 
put this question to him g(]ut.rely 
before now. It seems to us tlia 
if they were in earnest they 
would have done so, and would have re- 
quired of him a simple and definite 
answer— yea or no. 

Mr, Laurier has been boating about 
the bush ever since this Manitoba sciiool 
question was raised. Ho has not t;iken 
a decided stand upon it. He has 
talked in auch a way as to lead confid- 
ing followers to believe that he Jias a 
|X}licy up his sleeve, which, when it 
Buita his purpose to shake out, will 
settle the whole difficulty in no time. 
Th^n again, he has given his hearers to 
believe that he expects some 
time or other to ap|)eal to the 
Protestants of the Dominion to interpose 
in behalf of the Manitoba minority. 
This does not look like non-interferonco, 
but points to a policy the very reverse 
of noii-inteiferenee. 

We are not surprised that Mr. I/au- 
rier'a uncertain attitude and indefinite 
utterances satisfy the Grits, for their 
Tiain object is to get into power, as the 



Dutchidaifadvised his'aon Ib'geij^noney 
— honeatly ,■ if he could, but any way to 
get money. But surely conscientious 
Conservatives who believe that Manitoba 
should not be interfered with will not 
consent to bo led by a man who will not 
tell them where he is going. They 
should get from the Liberal Leader a 
clear and convincing exposition of his 
policy. They should find out from him 
whether or not he intends to pursue a 
policy of strict non-interference. If ho 
will not give them a plain and definite 
answer it is safe for them to conclude 
that the cry "Hands ofl" Slanitoba," 
which some of his Western , followers 
have taken up, is adopted for the pur- 
pose of deceiving and misleading them. 

SUDDEN CONVERSIONS. 

It is amusing to see how free traders 

can become, when the exigencies of an 
election require it, the most rabid of 
protectionists. Although there is a 
high duty on fresh and cannoil meat 
some of our free traders of the other day 
object to the subsidy given to the 
Australian line of steamers because they 
have brought to Canada, purely as an 
exjieriment, a few cart'iissus of 
frozen uiult(jii and a Hinall quan- 
tity of canned meats. We did not 
think that ardent free traders like Dr. 
1 Milne and Mr. Marchant would be so 
I quickly and so easily transformed into 
I ultra-protectionists. The suddenness of 
I their conversion must lead those who 
hear them to suspect that either their 
^ professions of att:u:hnient to free trade 
wore false ami insiiicer(! or their present 
zeal in tlie ctuise of protection is put on 
for election purposes. There are very 
few protectionists in the country who 
would sacrifice the prospect of a profit- 
able trade with Australia and Xow Zeal- 
and merely becauso a little fro/en and 
canned meat might now and then form 
part of the cargo of one of the steamers. 
It seems to us that these new converts 
to the doctrines of protection are a little 
too loud and too extreme in their pro- 
fessions. 



AN INDEPENDENT VIEW. 



The Toronto Week, which is perfectly 
independent with respect to politics, and 
is ailniitted to be conducted with great 
ability, takes a common sense view of 
tlie Manitoba school question. It ia evi- 
dently not partial to separate schools, 
but it puts itself in the place of those 
who conscientiously object to a school 
system which is purely secular. It says : 

Wliile Protestants, as a general rule, 
deplore the determination of their Ro- 
man Catholic fellow-subjects to insist 
upon separate schools, the larger major- 
ity feel that it would be impolitic, as 
well as unjust, to coerce tliem into at- 
tending schools to which they.'objeut, and 
we doubt very much whether the fana- 
tici'.l denunciations of the extreme ultra- 
I'rotestaiits find symptitby with the 
large majority of electors. It does Hceui 
unfair to insist iiiion the members of 
that creed being compelled to pay double 
rates, that ia, in support of public 
schools, wliich they do not a'jprove of, 
and at the same time support schools 
which their church reciuires them to at- 
tend. It ia a serious concession for the 
country to be obliged to make, and if it 
could be avoide<i the large majority 
would gladly not have to make it; but 
as it is a question of faith and not mere- 
ly of practice, we must bow to the situa- 
tion." 

The Week ia decidedly of opinion that 
it would be unwise for the people of any 

province of the Dominion to attacli un- 
due prominence to tliis Manitolia school 
i[uestion which, after all, is of minor im- 
portance and tlirectly afl'ects a com- 
paratively small number of the inhabi- 
tants of the Dominion. It asks : 

Are the people prepared to allow those 
trade relations questions to be decided or 
dispoaetl of by a side issue? We believe 
not, and we hope to see yet a sense of 
justice and of iiKxleration and fair play 
exert a stioii'.': eiTurt to put this vexed 
(lueslioii of sojiarate aoliools into the 
limbo of dead and forgotten istiues. 
There are so many much more scriinis 
inatters to unite about that we iiiust not 
allow our national Htren^jtli and national 
good feeling to be ilisaiijatfd in ungener- 
ous pocta;-iau ili^jjutcs. If the ener- 
gies and abilities ni our penpli- 
need exercise let our j)i)litical 
leaders take up tin; i|iicHtiuii of the de- 
velopnieiitof the Northwest. Ilowshidl 
our inillions of acres be brought into the 
market? How can our thousands of in- 
habitants be made millions? How can 
we put our militia force into proper con- 
dition? How ai-e we to induce the Kng- 
lisli people to divert their investnuuits 
from rotten Sotith American securities 
into g(]i)d Canadian bonds and mort- 
gages? The iMiglish financial juipers are 
ojieiily declaring that English invesl- 
ineiits are leaving the United States, and 
they are looking for other fields in which 
to invest their capital. Wo want tliat 
capital here badly. Every day tmj mis- 
chievous separate school agitation is kept 
up damages our chances of getting any 
invcstiiient whatever made here. Our 
enemies take advantage ol our dissen- 
sions — they even fan the flame. Candid 
friends who damn us with faint, praise 
now point in the English papers to these 
troubles and prophesy our inability to 

settle them We ajipeal to 

business men, and men who have some- 
thing to lose, to interfere before it is too 
late and insist that their representatives 
give this question an immediate quietus. 

There is a great deal to be said in 
favor of the Week's view of the situa- 
tion. Every one that thinks must see 
that it will be unwise in the people of 
this or any other province to give auch 
prominence to this question that other 
and greatly more important questions 
will bo overlooketl and lost sitrht of. If 
designing Grit politicians are allowed to 
use this question so as to divide the Con- 
aervatives, in order that they may snatch 
they spoils of office, they will atirelj' 
wake up to aec how egregiously 
they have been duped when it is too late 
to repair the mischief that has been 



'done; If Laurier and hia Grit fellow 

Bchemera can set the Conservatives quar- 
relling about religion while they look on 
and say nothing to commit theniaelvea 
on the question in dispute they will be 
delighted. It is evident that " Divide 
and Conquer" is their motto at this 
moment. The Conservatives of Victoria 
are, we are pleased to see, too wide awake 
to help him to succeed. The citizens of 
Victoria understand their true interests 
too well to allow Laurier and hia tools to 
throw dust in their eyes, . 



IVHY SUPPRESS THE TRUTH f 

The Times last night, with reference to 
the quotation from the judgment of the 
Privy Council contained in our article 
on Mr. Bodwell's speech, said: "Our 
neighbor might aa well abandon the 
idea that it can becloud the issue by ap- 
pealing to the second decision of 
the I'rivy Council, for that deci- 
sion does not and cannot he made 
to conflict with the broad principle of 
provincial rights." It ia a little re- 
markable that neither our contemporary 
nor Mr. Bodwell cited 4hose very 
significant passages from the Privy 
Council's judgment in order that the 
public might judge for theinselves 
whether or not they are in conflict with 
the broad principle of provincial 
rights. By the way, the Times 
has not yet told its readers 
what provincial rights are or where they 
are defined. It is making such an out- 
cry about " provincial rights," it ought 
surely to know what they are. But wo 
are compelled to conclmle from many of 
its articles that it does not know 
much about the true nature of provin- 
cial rights, and that it docs not 
want to know. However, it is right 
in this — the judgment of the Privy Coun- 
cil is not directly or by implication in 
conflict with provincial rights. Yet that 
judgment, as our readers have seen 
jKiints out that the Legislature of Mani 
tolja, on the subject of education, can be 
constitutionally interfered with. Wo 
advise the constitutional lawyers of the 
Times to study that judgment carefully 
it will well repay many perusals.

The t-ituation Exiilaliifd— What 
Demanded by the Disconteuicd 
UltIaud«i-8. 



JoiiANNEsiiuuu, Dec. 30. — Tlie political 
crisis, brought about by tbe efforts of 
the foreign population to obtain an equal 
political footing with the Boors, has 
reached an acute stage. The exodus of 
■women and children is increasing. All 
trains leaving are crowded and the jirico 
of food stuffs liiiB risen greatly. All 
kinds of bollicoso rumors are current, 
and the government has notilied the 
burghers to be ready for active service 
in case of. emergency. The mercantile 
association has formed itself into a town 
guard for the purpose of preservingorder 
and protecting life and property. They 
"will not take part in a revolution (ir riot 
of any kind, and have askeii tlie ^(ivern- 
ment to Mujjply theni with ariDS aiul 
ammunition. Several leading inineB are 
expected to close to-ilay. 

President Krnger, in an interview with 
a representative of the Associated Press, 
expressed regret at the recent agiljition. 
If the position ia aggravated many dis- 
astrous consequences are to be appre- 
hended, especially in mining and eom- 
mercial enterprises. The present atti- 
tude of the Uulanders does not conduce 
to calm consideration of their alleged 
grievances. .The ^ovecninent will give 
them an opportunity for free sfieech on 
their grievances, such.as does Jiot incite 
to rebellion, but is fully prepared to stop 
anv movement against the disturbance 
of law and order. 

London, Dec, 30. — The crisis has hei'n 
long threatened. The trouble, in brief, 
is as follows: Tlie Eurojieaii and Am- 
erican reform party, whose members are 
known as Uitlanders, have decided to 
endure no longer the state of things by 
■which they are entirely excluded from 
political power while bearing three- 
fourths of the burden of taxation, and 
out-numbering the Boers by three to 
one. British, American and German 
capitalists liavo provided all the money 
by which the vast gold and diamond 
wealth^f the Transvaal has been de- 
velopedj'bat the Boer government will 
not allow any language but the Dutch 
Government will not allow any language 
to be taught in the State scliools, the 
cost of maintaining which is almost 
"wholly defrayed by the Uitlanders. 

After eight years' fruitless remons- 
trance an<l agitation, the Uitlanders 
liave ari-ived at the conclusion that the 
existing laws and the system of govern- 
ment are incapable of atibrding them re- 
lief, and the Boers retort that if they 
dare to venture beyond the bounds of 
constitutional action they will answer 
witb-their - Maxim guns in Johannes- 
bbrg. The situation is distinctly men- 
acing, but the immense money stake 
that Doth sides will have to risk in the 
event of war, probably will work for 
peace. A remarkable feature of the 
case is that although the majority of 
the Uitlanders are English, all disavow, 
and It isl>elieved with jjerfcct sincerity, 
any desire for the transfer of the Trans- 
vaal to the British flag. If civil war oc- 
rfurs and the Boers are beaten, the 
Transvaal will most certJiinly remain a 
republic. 

The Times in an article, explanatory 
of|the Transvaal trouble, says : " jMiuality 
of representation with taxation, 
language, law, the responsibility of thv. 
administration to the legislature, and 
the removal of religious disabilities, are 
among the chief of the Uitlanders' de- 
mands, while they desire to.mainUun 
republican institutions." 

Professor .James Bryce, member of 
parliament for the South division 
of Aberdeen, has arrived in England 
from South Africa, and he was 
asked for his views upon the situa- 
tion in the Traiiavaal. Ho said: "There 
is a pretty wiik^sproad feeling of dis- 
sati.sfaction with tlie existing condition 
of affairs in the Transvaal. JIuch will 
depend upon President Kruger's atti- 
tude. It is to be hoped that the Trans- 
vaal government will recognize that the 
sitiiation is or may become serjous. The 
population of Uitlanders is increasing 
rapidly." Professor Bryce said that 
when he was at Oape Town, one thous- 
and nersons were leaving there weekly 
for the Itand.

THE MINING BUREAU. 

A Series of Lectures to be Given This Year 
and a School ot Mines to be 
Opened Later. 

The eng-azement of Mr. Carlyle, late 
of Mctiill University, as the head of the 
Britisli Columbia Mining Bureau, is on 
all sides acknowledged to be a wise step 
on the part of tho government. The 
mining industry will soon overshadow 
every other industry of the province. It 
therefore became necessary that an offi- 
cial authority, of undoubted ability and 
integrity, should be at the heaii of a 
bureau which, through the government 
"will furnish infornni.t.ion (jf our mines to 
the world ; hence Mr. Carlyl(!'fi engage- 
ment. 

(.)ne of the advantages that will im- 
mediately accrue to tlie province will be 
the instruction in"ipartoii to t.huse who 
are now, or intend to be, engiiged in 
mining. A course of lectures Has al- 
ready been arranged for, to be delivered 
in Victoria, "Vancouver and New West- 
minster. Mr. Carlyle mOI lecture on 
mining geoloey; Mr. Carmicliael, gov- 
ernment assayer, on chemistry : iind .Mr. 
W. Pellew-IIarvey, of Vam'ouvor, on 
metallurgy. There will bo a charge ot 
50 cents admittance to these lectures and 
already a large number of applications 
to att(!nd the lectures have been made. 

During the winter of I8',)l)-7 a course of 
instruction in the above branches will 
be given. At tlie (Mid of the course 
studcntH will be exariiincd and certifi- 
cates of competency will bo issued to 
those who pass the examination success- 
fnily.

SETTLING THE i.ANDS. 

Great Success of the Norwegian Colonies- 
Plenty ol Good Land for All. 

I A large number of land seekers 
! entered the province during the past 
year, and the majority of these have 
taken up holdings. The principal move 
in this tlirection has been on the part of 
Norwegians from the prairie states. 
Two colonics have established them- 
selves, one at iiidla (."oola, on the Main- 
land coast, and ti.e other at (.^uatsino, 
on the West coast of Vancouver Island. 
The <ine at Bella Coola ikjw numbers 
over L'OO, and they are simply delighted 
with their lot. 

" It is Norway over again," they 
Bay, " only a great deal better." 

urthcr contingents of Norwegians, 
at present farming in Muinesota, will 
join the colony in the spring. The ex- 
odus of these desirable settlers to the 
coasts of British Columbia would he 
much larger but for the difliculty of 
disposing of their prairie farms. The 
wagon road at Bella Coola ia being grad- 
ually pushed through the settlement 
and will eventually be carried over the 
low divide into the prairie lands of the 
interior where there are hundreds of 
thousands of acres of fertile soil await- 
ing the advent of the industrious farmer. 
The colony iit Bella Coola produced 
magnilicerit root and vegetable cro|is 
during tbe jiast year, the virgin soil of 
the valley being most fertile. 

The jNorwegiaii colony on tiuatsino 
S.iund is not so old as the Bella Coola 
colony, but it, too, has made good pro- 
gress during the past year, ami the colo- 
nists are more than satisfied with their 
lot and prospects. The government are 
also constructingta road through thc-set- 
tlement. In.saureying.ior.^.the-road the 
engineer made a most important discov- 
ery. Some fifteen thousand acres of ex- 
cellent land, slightly timbered, was ex- 
plored. This stretch of arable land was 
hitherto unknown t<j exist. It assures 
incoming settlers to Quatsino Svund an 
abundance of choice of location. 

The iiovernment and cotiutry are to be 
congratulated upon the abundant suc- 
cess which lias so far resulted from their 
ellorts to settle the lands of tbe province. 

In a letter to tbe B.C. Board of Trade, 
published in their annual report. 
Col. James Baker, minister of immigra- 
tion, says : 

" The plan adopted is for the intend- 
ing colonists to first communicate with 
me by letter as Minister of Immigration 
in order to find out what locality i.sopiMi 
for settlement, then to selccl one or 
mori* of their number, in whom tlicy 
have conlidence, t(j gcj and look at the 
ground, and to give him or them written 
authority duly attested that he or they, 
as tbe case may be, are authorized toact 
on behalf of the colonists in dealing 
with the government. Tbe delegates 
have to produce to the Minister of Im- 
micration a written acceptance from at 
least thirty colonists that they are ready 
to accept the terms of the government 
as contained in the accompanying agree- 
ment. 

" On this being done the government 
sends a surveyor with the delegates to 
lay out the lands. When that is finish- 
ed the settlers come in and the govern- 
ment employs them at wage.'- to build a 
road tliroug!i their sell lenient. 

" It will be seen that the government 
makes a free grant of the lanil on con- 
dition of its ilevelopment, and that it 
also makes roads ."iid provides schools, 
but it gives no grant of money, either 
for travelling expenses, or any other 
purpose not mentioned in the agree- 
ment. In fact, the settlers are expecteil 
to have means of their own and will not 
be nursetl in any way. Certain localities 
are now being surveyed for settlement 
and will be ready for location next 
autumn or the spring of next year. 

" The colonies on the coast have the 
advantage of the fishing industry as one 
of their occupations. It mav be slated 
that the lands are rich, but usually 
covered v ith timber sometimes of heavy 
description, wliiie in many places the 
alder land is easily cleared and is the 
riclii^st descriiition of soil. Water (lower 
for mill" is generally available. Tin- 
farming consists of dairying and the 
growing of grain, roots and fruits, and 
in suitable localities, hops.

.So great has been the attiJiitioii given 
to the remarkable silver ami gold mines 
of West Kootenay tha' ltt'le l>aa lieen 
said about tlie immenae mineral de- 
posits] existing In the hiUs of tlie 
eastern alope of the Selkirk range and 
tlio wi'Stein alope of the Kut;ky moun- 
tains, whoKo snow-clail t-'i^'it^^ form tliu 
sources of the Coliiiiibw and Kooleuay 
rivers. It ia not boL-uuse abiinilant gold 
and silver ledges and ricli gold gravels 
are not present that so littl« ia Icnown of 
a district which will become not only 
a Kvoat jiroilucer of ?ol'l i">d silver 
bullion, but also of thi- lii»«st grades of 
Ijituniinoiis and antliriu'ile coals. The 
absence of tlioso great civilizers and 
developers, the iron ln'rse and the 
ne\vspa|)er has in the one case been a 
detriment to speedy nivl cheap coni- 
nnmication, ami in the other to profuse 
advertising of the iiiiinense resources (if 
JOast ICoiitenav. In the latter, however, 
a want has recently been su])plie(l by 
the publication of a hright little four- 
page paper at Kort Steele — the Pro.s- 
pootor, and it is expected tliat the year 
189G will see constractioa begun on the 
B. 0, Southern and on the Crow's Nest 
extension of the C.P.K. 

A great number of prospectors liave 
visited the district from Golden, B.C., 
on the C.P.R.. and Kallisjiell, on the 
Cireat Northern, Montana, and their 
searches have broiii-'lit to light many 
ledge.-j of guld and pilverores. Consider- 
able develoniiieut has teen ex])ende(l on 
mines which have been known to e.xist 
for years past, but there arc as yet only 
three winch liave been developed to 
that extent where ore can be shii)ped. 
These are the North Star galena mine, 
near I>"ort Steele, own«l by Dan Mann 
and associates, the St. Eugene galena 
mine at the end of Moyea lake, and the 
Dibble group of mines. All these pro- 
perties possess remarkable bodies of pav 
ore. The North Star is 60 feet wide", 
■with over 40 feet of that shipping ore. 
The St. Eugene is from 10 to 20 feet 
wide anil averages to the ton. The 
North Star shipped a I'arload of ore dur- 
ing the past summer to the lOverett 
smelter, at a satisfactory )>roht, 
and the ore was so desirable that the 
amelter people wished to contract for the 
total output of the mine. The three 
mines have been getting out ore for some 
time past to ship over a sleigh road to 
Kallespell and thence over the tireat 
Northern to the smelters. The sleigh 
road is now about completed, the dis- ' 
tance between Fort .Steele and Kallispell 
being 140 miles. Many of the ore bodies 
discovered during the past year are also 
of remarkable width and prospect well. 
Midway between Fort Steele and Gol- 
denare also some promising ore deposits. 
The Thunder Hill properties will again 
be worked. The rich gold ledges in the 
McMurdo district, notably the Bobbie 
Burns will also be placed on a producing 
basis. 

The gravel claiui.i of I'^ast Kootenay, 
at Wild Horse creek have also been 
worked this year \fith excellent results, 
What will prove, however, more last- 
ing in their benefit to East Kootenay, 
and aid in making it a populous and 
prosperous district are the astounding 
coal deposits 6f tlie Crow's Nest Pass. 
The Western outcrop otthe field is on 
the side of a monntain in Elk river val- 
ley, and tlie coal has been traced for 
forty nnles. The Eastern outcrop is 
near the summit uf the Kocky Moun- 
tains. The width of the field is ten 
miles, or a total field of coal of over! 
250,000 acres. Not only ia the Held of 
innnense extent, hut the seams are of 
great thic:knes3. In Elk valley the 
lowest known seam is some l.riOO feet 
above the ilrainage level and is tlnrty 
feet in thickness. One hundred feet 
higlier there is another seam 30 feet 
thick, then comes a seam 15 feet thick, 
then a small 3 foot one, then a 7 foot 
one, and then another 30 foot seam, and 
above these there are five more work- 
able seams from 4 to 10 feet in thickness 
— eleven seams in. all, making a total of 
14S feet in thickness of coal exposed. 
These seams dip with the mountain 
e;i.^terly at an anjjle of ;-iO to o.') degrees, 
tlu' upper seams having the least ili|). 

There are tbru'e largo creeks cutting 
tiiis coal field, till' seams are exiHised on 
the banks of those creeks, and ojjenings 
can lie made to mine the coal without 
much pieliniinary expense. The cuts 
made liy the cici ks are more valuable 
than so many tiiiineLs to prospect the I 
coal, becai'hi' there is room to operate 
the mine' on both sides of the creek 
and the mines are proved to bo perman- | 
ent without any coat; in fact, nature! 
did the pruHpccting. In addition to the I 
ooal on I'dk river, further east on Mar- i 
tin's creek and other tributaries of Mit- | 
cbell's cretik, whiidi is a large fork of [ 
KIk river, there i.M anotlier large l;ody of I 
coal, above tlif K\k river field, but of 1 
smaller area, ii Lrreat amount of the f.elii 
liaving been carried away hv natural ' 
ciuises tbroiigl) the dill'erent ages since 
the coal was formed. The aggregate of 
the depth of tho seams of coal in the iip- 
j)er basins is somewhat more than on 
I'^lk river, so that if a shr.l'. be .sunk 
tliiough the uhole lield there would be 
lOiMid 800 feet of coal in workable seains. 
It would be hard to find another field of 
coal with so much coal to the acre, and 
so easy and cheap to work. 

The coals in this field differ, owing, no 
(loid)t, to the ilillerent ages of the coal, 
there being throe different (Qualities. 
The lower se.'Mus are anthracite in their 
iKiI lire, whilst the ujjjier seams are the 
bituiniiioiis coals. In between, both 
above and below the bituminous coals, 
are a nuinber of ueams of coal dillcrent 
from anything heretofore known. It ia 
somewhat similar to cannel coal, but 
superior to any cannel known. 

ilust so soon as this inexhaustible coal 
field is penetrated by a railway, coal can 
T)e shipped to sujiply the states lying to 
the south of British Columbia, and the 
great !n1.:^ihjj|^^ampB and smelters of 
K'TOtenay ciirii)b supplied with coal and | 
coke. 

With these great mineral and coal re- 
.^ources, and large stretches of arable 
land within its bounds, East Kootenay 
bids fair soon to rival the more advanced

The Benefit Its Coiistrtictioii WIU Bring to 
tlie Province —Satisfactory Financial 
Arrangements Made. 

The British Pacific or Canadian West 
cm Railway tias for its object the de 
volopment of the central portion of 

British Columbia. Explorations, which 
have been made, have demonstrated the 
fact that the choicest agrioultur.il and 
grazing lands lia West and North of the 
Fraser lliver, and these can bo opened 
up and brouglit in touch with a market 
only by railway connection. The gold 
({uartz and placer niiiies of Cariboo wdl 
never ho economically worked until a 
railway furnishes the district with cheap 
trrnsportation facilities. Tho country 
tributary to the line to bo followed by 
tho British Pacitic possesses resources un- 
euualled in value and extent, and the 
building of that railway 'a the ono means 
whereby British Columbin's dovolopment 
and prosperity m,iy best bo promoted. It 
is stated that exploration has demonstrat- 
ed tho fact that a line can be secured 
over two tliou.iand foot lower at tho 
highest altitudes reached, than those of 
any other railway crossing the mountains 
to tho Pacitic. This means a railway 
which can be operated on a much more 
economical basis than that of any other 
of the transcontiiienbd lines. With 
groat richness of tributarj* territory and 
cheapness of operation, tlio British 
Paciiic would be certain, with thu settle- 
mont and development of tho country, to 
be a profitable undertaking to all con- 
cerned. It is understood that tho nego- 
tiations with British capitalists, ivhich 
have boon under way for soino time past, 
have now advanced to that stage whore a 
projjosition on sound business Hues can 
be submitted to tho civic, provincial and 
federal governments, ana it ianlBo under- 
stood that such a proposition will bo sub- 
mitted at the earliest moment. Any pro- 
position of a reasonable character, and 
within the means of tho province, which 
would assure tho eorly construction of the 
railway should command the earnest sup- 
port of the whole province.

New Steamers Building for the Columbia 
and Kootenav Service— Ore 
Shipment. 

From llie Si)ttkime .-^i (ikoHnuni. 
Captain ,J. W. Troui), manager of tlie 
Columbia i<c Kootenaj' Navii,'ation Com- 
pany came down from Nelson last even- 
ing. Cajitain Trou]i is of the opinion 
that there will be a lar;;e increase in the 
tonnage of the Kootenay minims the com- 
ing; year, and in view i)f this bis com- 
pany is building t wo bi lats, one for ser- 
vice on the Colmiibia, tlie other on 
Kootenay lake and river. The one on 
the Columbia will be similar totheNak- 
usp without theuinountof passenger ac- 
commodations. It will be IGO feet in 
length and with a carrying capacity of 
250 tons. The Xaknsp can carry .SOO 
tons. 

Tlie new lioat now building at Nelson 
wdll bo MO feet in length, L'llO tons ca- 
[lacity luid somewbat larger than tlie 
steamer Nelson, and it is expi'cted to 
be the fasKst boat on the lakes. It is 
now being linbslieil ami furnisheil at 
Nelson and will be proviiled with all 
that goes to make 1rav(diiig comfortable. 
Thecompanv with the new bouts will 
have a fleet of six steamers, the Nakusj), 
Lytton, Illicillewaet, and the new boat 
on the Columbia, the Nelson and a new 
boat on the Kootenay.

WHICREAS it is deemed expedient in tho 
Interest iiiul health of tli3 City of Vic- 
toria that all mllkveiulors shall bo Ueensed 
niul.the sale of iiillk reunlated : 

lie it tlieretoro enacted by the Municipal 
Council of the Corporattun of the City of Vic- 
toria ns follows:— 

1. All dairymen and vendors of milk shall be 
licensed. .\ny person or persons Bellliit;, or 
olleriut; for tale, or ilisposiuK of any milk or 
(■ream without lirst liaving obtained ii lieeiisc 
so to do under tho provisions of this by-law. 
shiill be deemed to be guilty of uii olleuce and 
ptinisliublc as hereinafter provided.

whom he obtiiliis liis supply of milk, stating 
that lie is or they are willing that bis or their 
farm or farms:, cows, food, and water supply 
shall be Insiiected from time to time t>y the 
-Medii'iil Health Olliccr and the Sanitary In- 
speetur of the City, or by either o[ tlieiii. 

:i. 1)11 the libovc rcqnireiiients being cinii- 
plied with by the appilcuiil, and on the Saiil- 
tnry inspector being satlullod with the insp<'c. 
tiiiii lit the promises, cows, food, and water sup- 
ply, he shall gniiit to the applicant a permit, in 
tho form "C" hereto annexed, for a lleeiiso to 
veiul mill.

Mr. .Iose[)b Martin, M.I'.,wii(i when 
.Attorney-General of Manitoba for politi- 
cal purposes precipitated the school 
<|uiirrel, and now as a member of the 
House of Commons encourages his Lib- 
eral friends in Manitoba and Quebec to 
keep up the strife for their possible 
political !i(lv:intagi', made his debut in 
Victori.i last iiiglit at a " no cabinet 
minister" meeting held in Semple's 
ball, Victoria West. As a speaker be 
did not in matter or manner come up to 
the expectations formed of him. 

Dr. Lewis Ilall presided, and tber(^ 
were also on tlie ])latf(>rm Mr. .Joseph 
.Martin, M. P. of .Manitoba, Dr. Douglas, 
of Assiniboia, and .Messrs. E. V. I3odwell, 
Hewitt Bostock and \Vi II iam Tern pieman. 
The Chairman lii st called upon the oi)po- 
sition candidate. 

Mr. 'rempleniau told of his aliborence 
of "coercive" legislation and bis devo- 
tion to provincial rights, and said he 
would endorse in advance all that those 
to follow him would say on those points. 
As he felt that the school question would 
not capture every vote for him, he would 
express such views on other matters as 
would influence those who did not tliink 
with him on that main plank in his 
platform. Having done this he tlioiiglit 
that every L'beral-Conservative should 
be able to find some reason for voting 
for him rather tfiaii for the Hon. 10.

'rior and cabinet representation. He 
sked tbe electors of Victoria to express 
indignation because of what be called 
the iiiiiiuitous gerrymander of Ontario, 
though he admitted that liritisb Colum- 
bia has not suflered because of that act. 
Then he again told how much this pro- 
vince pai<i to tbe Dominion treasury for 
one particular year — 1893 — and the Do- 
minion e.xpenditure here in that year, 
which did not come up to the contribu- 
tion, and he asked what would happen 
supposing that this had been the case 
from confederation (which it has not) 
and continues to the end of 
the chapter ( which it is not likely to tlo). 
lie repeated the not very practical sug- 
gestion tliat if the Dominion government 
will ^ive up the excess of revenue over 
exjienditiire in this province tbe money 
might be ajiplied in building the British 
Pacific Railway — whicli scheme, how- 
ever, ho said has " disappeared not to 
come up again till the next general elec- 
tion." 

Admitting that he does not know- 
much about the facts, Mr. Tenipleman 
complained that the Canadian govern- 
ment will.not permit tie wholesale de- 
struction of salmon by 'fishing by tnios, 
I tliink it is," which is allowed 
on tbe American side, wliere 
the lisli are caught in thousands 
very cheaply, while the Canadian fish- 
ermen on the Fraser are paid two and a 
half times as much as tlie United .Stales 
fisliernien. (He did not mention that 
tbe United States fisheries are showing 
80 ch sisns of exhausUon tliat theauthor- 
itien have recently applied for spawn 
from the Fraser river hatcheries.) He 
did not know what the canners think of 
it, but he considered that to thus pro- 
tect the Canadian fisheries is " tbe es- 
sence of stupidity." 

The next great issue dealt with was 
in connection with tbe Flour and Kice 
Mills, which the citizens of Victoria 
bonuBsed to the extent of !fU),0()0, but 
which, as Mr, Templeman lias (jbseived 
with pain, the Dcminion g(jvernment 
once protected by the tarill' on 
rice ; and he held Mr. Hall 
up to the scorn of the community be- 
cause some years ago when his ship, 
tbe Thermopylie, was sailing between 
this port ana Hongkonicfor Mr. Mali, 
he had certain repairs done at the latter 
place instead of at Victoria, where Mr. 
Tenipl(nnaii said tboy coiihi liavi^ been 
(lone cheaper. He siieeringly contrast- 
ed this with the advice Mr. Hall gave 
through the Coh;\ist a few weeks ago, 
that bv patronizing local manufacturers 
the pi'ople of Victoria can doa great deal 
for tbeir city. Then as another reason 
why Col. I'rior should not be allowed 
tj be a cabinet minister be saiil tbatMr. 
Thomas iOarle, M.P., a few years ago 
bad the schooner F'awn built at Clie- 
inainus, and the Dominion government 
had the steamer Quadra built in Glas- 



gow when it also ought to have heen 
constructed here. This speech he said 
was for the benefit of the mechanics of 
A'^ictoriu West, who he hoped would 
vote for him on Monday next. 

Mr. E. V. Bodwell followed, 
launching into the Manitoba 
school matter as " the question 
of the hour," and protesting that tbe 
ojipositioii have not dragged it into the 
contest. Because this (luestion has an 
absorbing interest in every province of 
the Dominion he thought it should oc- 
cupy the greatest prominence here. He 
again attempted to show that the Gov- 
ernment have not been in honor bound 
to act upon the decision of the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council. He 
deiiieil tbe statement iii the Colonist 
the other day that the government of 
ifanitoba are not called upon to 
restore an inetlicient system of 
schools such as e.tisted — because u! tbe 
neglect of the Provincial government to 
l)ro])erly supervise them — previous 
to IS'JO, and to make this point clear he 
gave a long review of tbe circuiuKtances. 
He lield that though the Dominion gov- 
ernment (with the approval of all con- 
cerned) when they were asked to inter- 
fere in the matter subniitte<l to tbe 
Supreme Court of Canada and the ,hidi- 
cial Committee of the Privy Council the 
question as to whether or not they had 
the right to hear the appeal, and after 
long delay the court of last resort de- 
cided that they had the right, they 
might honorably have then refused to 
bear it or to act upon it, on the ground 
oi ine.Kpedency 1 He argued in 
justilieation of bis course at 
the Victoria theatre tbe other 
evening, in (luotiiig from tlie conversc.- 
tioii of tbe judges and c(niiisel during the 
trial as establishing points not deter- 
mined by their formal decision. He 
held that the formal ))art of the order of 
the .ludicial Committee of the Privy 
Council has nothing whatever to do with 
tbe ease, and that therefore the Colonist 
should not have reproduced this formal 
(lart, which it did editorially yesterday, 
the text being as follows : 

" Her Majesty having taken said report 
into consideration, was pleased by and 
with the advice of the Privy Council to 
approve thereof and to order, as it is 
hereby ordero<i, that the recommond^a- 
tiona and directions therein contained 
be j)unctnally observed, obeyed and cur- 
ried into eire<d in each and every par- 
ticular. Whereof the Governor-tieneral 
of the Dominion of Canada for the time 
being and all other persons whom it may 
concern are to tflke notice and govern 
themselves accordingly. " 

This formal jjart, he contended, really 
means nothing at all; bt'cause it is in 
every order. If, as contended by the 
Colonist, he had put a onetsided case

before the people it is because there is 
no nother side ! He claimed that there 
is nothing in the contention which has 
been made tliat noboily knows what the 
Dominion government projiose to do by pbei'ng based 
legislation, holding that the rerneilial | that the c 
order — only part of which he read in 
euiipiirt — makes this jilain ; and pro- 
ceeded to state (which is not the case) 
that tbe Dominion government wish the 
separate schools restored on precisely 
the same inellicicnt plan as lx;toro. In 
conclusion, with equal impartiality, he 
d'.vscribed tbe Cabinet aiqiointment 
oH'ered to Col. Prior as " an em])ty 
bribe." 

Mr. Joseph Martin, M,P. from Mani- 
toba, was then introduced. He had been 
pleased to learn, he said, that there was 
to be an election in the city of Victoria 
and that the Manitoba school question 
was to be the great issue here. Under 
certain circumstances, he admitted, a 
mem her of parliament being taken into' 
the government would receive a vom- 
pliinentary election from his oiijiorientg, 
but this — "the first opportunity Britiili 
Columbia has bad — he held should bean 
exception because this is not just after a 
general election, and no one knows what 
may happen when a general election 
does take jilace. He was glad that the 
Liberals of Victoria are contestinjj the 
election in thin fashion, and he wished 
to say that Mr. Bodwell's address to- 
night was the best he had ever listened 
to on the subject. Hecould add nothing 
on the points there touched upon. He 
called it a " most cowardly plea " to say 
that this (juestion has been forced upon 
tbe Dominion government, and he pro- 
ceeded to argue that the minority in 
.Manitoba have no right to remedial 
legislation under tbe terms of the reme- 
dial order. He admitted that Col. Prior 
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tried tlicni ali. Is so thorongli In Its action, 
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Ayer's Sarsaparllla."-Dr. II. F. JlEnniLL, 
Augusta, Me. 
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says that the government at Ottawa do 
not contemplate attempting to establish 
separate schools on the inefficient plan 
on which they existed before 1800, 
but held that the law gives 
them no jurisdiction to act except 
to restore the schools exactly as 
they were before. He noticed a" tele- 
gram from Ottawa which says that the 
remedial bill is going to he very mild, 
but he argued tliat the government have 
no l ight to introduce any measure which 
does not go so far as the remedial order. 
He admitted that the government papers 
and leading Conservatives all over the 
Dominion have repeatedly declared that 
the government will not restore the in- 
efficient system of separate schools, but 
have plainly stated that they w'ill exer- 
cise discretion as to how far they will 
go; und he held that because the gov- 
ernment are in this spirit the electors of 
Victoria should by their votes declare 
that they shall do nothing at till in the 
matter. He gave great prominence to 
the contention that the election of Hon. 
IC. _G. Prior as a cabinet iiiiiiisler would 
be interiireted as meaning that Victoria 
ajiproves of the stricter demands of the 
remedial order, would in fact be a ver- 
dict in favor of the old schools as they 
were. He felt satisfied that whatever 
bill the government think of bringing in 
tbey are not at all sure of passing it, and 
that it is to get the six votes of British 
Columbia that they have called Col. 
I'ricjr into the cabinet. Unlike Mr. 
Templeman this M.l*. did not deny that 
Col.J'rior has been called to the cabinet, 
but simply commented upon the circuni- 
stiinces under which be has been placed 
there. He thought Victoria has a great 
opportunity on this (iciestion, and while 
be knew that there has heen a feeling in 
British Columbia that there ought to be 
representation of this province in the 

cabinet 

A Voice — " Yes, for 
(Applause.) 

The Manitoba M.P. continued that 
because the government (without any 
voice from British Columbia to be heard 
in tho Cabinet) has not attended as 
well as it might have to the needs of this 
province, they should not take steps to 
secure this great influence now, hut 
should wait a little longer until afjer the 
general elections. Because the liritisli 
Columbia members ditl not go on 
strike for this live years 
ago, wlieii tbe govei-nment majority 
was (Hily twenty, the lioon he thought 
should not he accepted now, " in order 
that they can get tbe six votes from this 
province" so as to coerce Manitoba." He 
made. an effort to show that it is the duty 
of British Columbians to sacrifice their 
present interests on behalf of a quarrel 
of the two sections of the population in 
Manitoba, arguing that some time in the 
future the Dominion {)arliament may 
impose the same constitutional limita- 
tion upon British Columbia as was 
imposed upon Manitoija ; this argument 
upon the allegation 
luse establishing tbe 
rights of the minority was not 
put in at the request of Manitoba. He 
admitted that it was duly enacted by 
the Dominion and Imperial authorities, 
who he contended might by some mys- 
terious process impose some similar con- 
stitutional limitation upon British 
Columbia without the knowledge or 
consent of the people of this province, 
fie justified the course of Mr, Laurier in 
encouraging the continuance of 
political, strife upon this issue, and 
quoted with approval the Liberal 
leader's advocacy of still further inquiry 
after the five years during which this 
matter has been jiending. He consider- 
ed it would be a most patriotic action 
for Victorians to sacrifice tbeir own in- 
terests to make dillieultj' for tbe Domin- 
ion government at present, and in fact 
that to elect a Liberal here 
would really be conferring a 
boon upon the Conservative party of 
the Dominion. Ho dealt with the 
prospect that if Mr. Laurier is placed in 
power there will be " free-trade-as-it-is- 
iii-England " and that" carriages " will 
Ix) tailed, and misquoted Col. Prior's re- 
marks on this subject, to lead the audi- 
ence to believe that in the story the 
Colonel had told in illustration of some 
of tbe old world taxes, be was speaking 
against a tax on the carriages 
of the rich. (The fact is, as ap- 
peared in tlie report from whicli 
Mr. Martin drew his inspiration, 
that the story dealt with the case of a 
tradesman who having taken his wife 
with him in his delivery wag<in, was fined 
£3 on the decision of tfie magistrate that 
he had used it as a "carriage.") This 
story Mr. Martin made the basis of a 
sneer against Col. Prior whom he repre- 
sented as oi)posing " taxes on 
carriages and crests" and other 
levies upon the rich. Referring 
to Mr. Temi)leman's remarks on the 
protection to the rice mills, Mr. Martin 
argued that tbe effect of it is to permit 
Mr. Hall to levy a large tax on the 
Chinese, whiidi should not be encour- 
aged. Next be dealt with the fishery 
(jueetion, alleging that the result of Sir 
Charles Tupper's recent visit here was 
to make the fishery difficulties worse. 
He, however, unlike his friend Mr. 
Templeman, thought that the 
protective regulations along the 
Fraser river are all right, hut 
that therSfShould be a different set of 
regulations for other idaces, whereby the 
fish may be captured by wholesale bo 
fore they reach tbe Feasor. Then as an- 
other reason why Victoria should not 
have cabinet representation be told how 
tiie cabinet at Ottawa had jiardoned 
Mctireevy and (Jonnolly ( which makes it 
jioBsilde for McGreevy to be in the 
same parliament with the Liberal cham- 
pion " .lirnmy " ]\IeShane). He told also 
now a man has lately been released from 
prison in.Winniiieg, his term not being 
quite up, and charged this as another 
'Tory outrage. 

Mr. Martin denied, however, that the 
Liberals are mean. They are disposed, 
he said, to spend more money than they 
did before 1S78, but they will try 
next time to have it wisely 
spent. Hi! declared that as the 
lUdjt incurred for public' works is 
larger and tbe population is greater 
than when the l>iberals were last 
in power, if they can only get a chance 
in olliee again tbey will split tlie differ- 
ence between their ex[)enditure in 1878 
tluit at present, "and thus save five 
or six millions annually." They would, 
however, raise tbe wagesof mail ciirriers 
and laborers, but cut down the j)ay 
of all higher officials to the least tliey 
could get thera for. They would, more- 
over, proceed with the development of 
the country which the Conservatives 
havo commenced in all parts, but they 
wotild nso the money very wisely this 
time, in tbe interest of tbe ])cople 
at large. He did not for a moment hold 
it out as a bribe, . but he 
did not know where nioney could be 
spent with more advantage than in Brit-

The museum is yet in its infancy hav- 
ing been established less than ten yenrs ; 
it is, however, a thriving child despite 
the fact that very little pn vision has been 
made at any tniio diiriiiL,' its nine years of 
existence to assist its naliiral ^(rowtli into 
one of the most tlioruiiLihly representa- 
tive and valii,.ble iustit utmns uf the kind 
on the Pacilic coabt or on the A inei ican 
continent. What has been done with 
the little money ava liiblu seems almost 
miraculous, for alreaily upwards of twelve 
thous.ild vaUialile s|ieciiiieiis are to he 
found within its wallsand the collections 
are daily orowii t,' m v.ilue and in numeri- 
cal importance. The jiieacnt tunc .-'(■eiii 
opportune for a woi d in re:;ard to I lie 
achieveuunts of the past, and to |ii)iiit 
out whaL the future demands in ordi-r 
that this most valu'lile and interest iin; 
institution may pri'gresa with increased 
rapidity to itsnalinal goal. 

It WHS du'ing the KSMli session of the 
pr. vinciul loi^islature that a sum of i^'^.OOU 
was 1 oted for the purpose of beginning 
the f(jund»tioii of a nnHeiiin of

person as Air. loliu Kannin, then of 
Hastings, Liurn.icl Inlet. 

To quote fron. the Couj.ni.st of Uec ;t, 
1880, Mr. Fanioii had then been "for 
many years an ardent i-tudent of the life 



and habits of the various animals and 
birds indigoneous to this country, siiend- 
irg weeks and months among them in 
their native haunts. An intrepid hunter, 
there was no one surer of bringing homo, 
evid-nces of success from the clnue, and 
there was no other more compotent to 
guide the lover uf rare sport to whore ho 
was certiun of ineoring the game for 
which he was in search. Besides idl this 
Mr. Fannin is a 'axidmerist of rare skill 
uud hud many proofs of his abili'y both as 
a hunter and as a preserver of the forms 
of his victifflfl. With him the govern- 
ment secured these trophies— in them- 
selves a most interesting collection." 

It wa.s, in fact, from tiiia identical [iri- 
vate collection of aomo two hundred 
specimens that the museum has grown, 
Mr. Fuiniiii's treasures being lirst ilis- 
played in the small room now occup'od 
by the departmont of education, which 
was formally opened as tho provincial 
iiuiscum on the '2nd of Uecomber, 188(). 

The outlook was certainly not a very 
encouraging ono, and alltiough overy- 
thirig has a beginning, for tho ensuing 
thrte years the iiiuseuin had a hard tight 
for xisteiice, cramped up in a room liO 
by 12, with no wnrkshoi) attached. W hat 
could bo done I The curator was 8im]ily 
told that he must make the moat of it 
until better quarters wore provided, and 
BO for the lirst three years of tliu inusouin's 
life nearly all the work wtis done al Mr. 
l''aniiiirs private rooms after tlu' 
inii.seum was closed for the day, ami it is 
hooille.ss to say that during these three 
y>'ar3 no great striiles wore made either 
111 tho way of collecting or preparing 
pecimens. But on tho 24th uf May, 
I8,S!I, the museum was removed to its 
[ircsent i|iiiirters, in the old Supremo 
Court luiilditig, iuid he work of buihliinj up 
the 1 list It ul ion com me need in rc^al earnest, 
(ira ually liut steadily and surely the de- 
velopment of the inuseuiii has advanced 
uiilii again the accomiiiudatiun is totally 
iiiadei|uate. A building twice as large 
and speciallj' dosii;iied for museum pur- 
poses is rei|aired, and until such a honn- 
13 secured the perf. cl ^oii of the collections 
must naturally be retarded. The appro- 
priation too is insultlcieut to iiermit of ad- 
vantage being taken of the ipiickly pass- 
inu opp>ort unity to secure authentic and 
valuable relics of the Indian races of the 
province; these are fast dying out and 
eiery year makes more ditiicult the work 
of hiiatcliiug their unwritten histories 
from oblivion. 

The annual cost of the museum includ- 
ing salaries, is at the present time $:i,n.iO. 
.•\d 'he work in connection with the iii- 
stitiiii(ui IS still performed, as in the p-ist, 
on the proinisos, and considering tho fact 
that tliero is not a sinL;'e insect proof siifo 
in tho building no material damiige h:is 
yet residted from till' i»ork of moths or 
other museum pests. liut coiis ant ore 
has to be taken, not only every day but 
every hjur in the day over and over again, 
so that it may be said that the work con- 
nected with the muHeuin is never finished. 



onio timo echoiiit; the music of myriads 
of feathered songsters. 

The grouping of inuiuinals and birds 
which is now the principal feature in all 
museums, has in a small way been imi- 
tated hero, and two such groups are 
shown on this page. These are the " rac- 
coons in tho wild crab apple tree," and a 
group of " groat blue borons." Ileru the 
aiiiiiiiils and birds are shown with their 
naturtd surroundings, and at a glance 
leach a lesson as to their habits and life 
history. Other groups are in course of 
preparation such as " bea vers at work," 
and the " Canada lynx," but every avail- 
able sjiace is now taken up and until a 
larger building is furnished the work 
will have to be held back. Want of spac. 
also precludes nil attempts at anything i'l 
the way of seientilic arriuigomeut so far 
as the mammals are concerned. 

Tho fishes uf the province are fairly re- 
presented, both in alcoholic specimens 
and gelatine casts, the latter method be- 
ing now almost eiitiridy employed in n' 
producing the lishes, and so far villi 
entirely salisfactorj- results. I'lii' 
museum has 'it jirc^ent forty of i ii.-^c 
CHHts, hand-painted from tho natural iIhIi, 
and as vet no change has taken place 
either in the coloring or tho casts. \i lien 
one looks at the cast of a soft yielding 
mass such as an octopus the possibilities 
of the process can hardly be connte l. *^f 
course everytliino depends on :lie artist 
who paints the cast, hut gn^it nnpn've- 
ment has been iiiadii since the lirst, I'oth 
in the painting and in the caste tlieiii- 
selvos. The ones shown with 111 a ji.'iper 
were painted by IMiss 1 1 eathlield uhI -^I'"- 
E. Shrapnell. 'Ihe .straiioo looking' 'ish.

Some Things About the Collection of Shells 
Both Curious and Bcniitirul. 

Althoiii^'h the shell e.dleclion is not 
nearly a i.miiilele one, yet ciMislderiiig 
the small iinniber of collectors a gooil 
commeiiceiiieiit has boon mado, especially 
in the case of the larger marine shells to 
be found along sliore or in coniparatively 
shallow waters up to twenty fathoms. 

It will be a surprise to llioso who have 
only noticed 'ho common edible species 
to hoar that according to the hitost 
aulliorily on the suhjecl P.ittisli I'olum- 
iiia is known to contain at jiresent not 
l«8s than three hundred and lifly specioi 
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D.irwin was n.f.irmeil ihat entrance is el

L'togy, I he science 1 real ing of the forms

I he eat til's crust. This is the case not 
only on account of their abundance but 
also because they have popseased from the 
earliest times a hard durable shell, com- 
posed ehielly . .f mineral matter. 

Till' first animal remains to he men- 
tioned, howe\er, htloiig to the vorte- 
hrales and are believed to havo lived 
during the existonce of the glacial period 
history. Some nodules have lately 
lent to the museum from the 
son river and Dr. (J. M. Dawson 
iiiii..ii ilial the skeleton lish eii- 
ai theni are of salmon of a s[)ecie3 
iiig. Then we also have several 
elephant teeth, mostly found in the prov- 
ince and almost w itliout doubt belongilifj 
to the hairy mammuth. It is regretted 
that various finds ot whales and seals at 
times iinearllied from raised beaches near 
the c .ast h.ave not been presented to tno 
.Miiseiini for i- xaiiiiiiat loll and safe keep- 
ing' .Marine shells of the ice age are 
sli.iwn frmu Coiiiux, iSucia islands and 
\ ictona. .-Ml the species are still living, 
and the largo iiiiij..rity of ihom in our 
own waters. 

The Pliocene system, or the most recent 
tertiary, is represented by a small c..lloo- 
ti..n from sea clitl's near Sooko. Near 
these sill lis is a formation containing 
brown or soft coal, the layers exposed on 
the beach bein< mostly water worn logs, 
lierforated by teredo. Near by, however, 
it is stated that deposits of much better 
material exist, and some years ago bur- 
iiiL;s Hi.re made, but with unsatisfactory 

lesults. 

T.. the .Miocene system belongs the col- 
lection of fossil shells from Carnianah 
Point, at tho entrance to *he Straits of 
Kuca The specimens are with few ex- 
ceptions identical with those found in 
rocks of similar character at Astoria on 
ihe Coliim hia river. 

Th.. Ivaene system is not represented 
in the niuseuiii, hut as numerous speci- 
mens have fr.uii time to time been cul- 
hateil at Hurrard Inlet, it is hoped that 
the N'aiic uver naturalists may present 
s .me of tho species.

To 
this entl Messrs. R. Dunsmuir & '^ona 
h ive been ex|.eriiiieiitiiig with two oveiia 
at I'liioii for noiiu! time past, and tho re- 
sults ao obtained oncuuraged them to lo.ik 
around f .r means to extend thi ir outfiut, 
at the same time naturally endeavoring 
to produce the best coke at a ininiinum of 
cost.

This 
slud.ge and mud is then carried by an ele- 
vator to the loll of the lino coal hoppers 
aiKi IS mixed there with the other hue 
clean coal for the iimkiiig nf coke. This 
line aliid^;o usually coiifiaia of the most 
eaaeii lal ciniatiiueiiL bitiinieii in the 
iindting of the coke aUu is really tho bind- 
ing mateiialor ceniotit, 

W'e have now fohowed the clean coal, 
both nut and line, through its various 
stages ti Its points of deat,. nation, and 
will return for a nioiueiit to uesei ibe w.'iat 
becomes uf the reluae which ia very iiii- 
ponaiit. 

The refuse from the nut coal jigs 
passes into a steel trough, having a scrtw 
conveyor inside, and is convoyed to an 



elevator which removes it and drops it 
down into a large pair of chilled steel 
ruDa, where it is orusbed. This is done 
in order to save all the available coal, 
because much of tho refuse consiata of 
slates and bunu coiil having jiarticlea of 
good coal attached to or iiitor-stratititd 
with it. In the crushing this good coal 
IS separated and when elevated to another 
row of jigs, called tho rewaahiiig jigs, 
all this good coal ia saved and tho refuse 
which then goes awaj- ia really refuse. 

Tho coa', nowover, from tho rowashing 
jigs ia not do «n enou;;;h for coke, but is 
available for us- in the builern, otc. 

All tho refuse goes to the refu-io set- 
tling tank under the building, where it ia 
olova od to its own storage hopper, 
who CM it is removed by cars or conveyor. 
In tho b»t'om of ihe refuse B>-ttling tank 
is a Hcrow conveyor which carries all the 
lino particles of refuse to the refuse 
elevator. 

The water from both the sludge re 
every tank and tho refuao settling tank 
ovortluwa at the further end of tho anki 
into tho pump tank when ib is practically 
free from all gritty particles. The water 
in the ump tank ia then forced by an 
ei.lit inch centrifugal punij) running 800 
roidlution-i per minute, to ab the ap- 
paratus in the bu'lding. and gives a con- 
ataiit and even pressure uf water at all 
points 

In thia way. oncn the tanks have been 
tilled, very litt e fresh water will auflice 
to rii I a very large pliuit, as the wntor ia 
useil over and over a.^oon unt 1 it becomea 
HO thick that tho tanka have to be emptied 
and replenished. This is neces8«ry about 
. nee in three weeks uiilesa the coal is ex- 
cesaivoly dirty 

The essential fetlurcs of this system 
are :-- 

The process ia automatic and continu- 
ous. 

The coal of working ia almost nominal, 
.'Illy two men and an engineer being auf- 
ticieiit fo a 1)00 ton plant (in ten hours.) 

The quantity of water reiiuired is very 
small. 

The value of nut and jio* coal is great- 
ly raiaed. 

The litie coal can all be saved and used 
f.ir coke, if it is a ck'Hg coal. 

Stdtliiig poiida aro entirely done aw^y 
with, the line coal or sludge being re- 
covered by automatic mach iiery. 

The whole plant works with uniform 
precisi n, who her the coal to he treated 
contains f) per cent, or 2,o per cent, of 
foreign matter. 

Tlu: eke made from washed coal is 
largely increased in value from reduction 
of ash 

The waah-r at Union Bay is ' feet by 
Oil ftjot and <iU feet high and has three 
stories in addition to tho ground floor, 
winch coiisia'n f the big tanks. 

The washed nut cal should yield a

L'liiiingbaiiie it Co. are erecting 
for The I'mou Colbery Co. at I'liion 
Bay, IdO bee 111 vo cokeoveiis each 1 1 feet 
in diameter. These ovens are set back 
to back in two rows of SO each, covering 
a Kjiace ^.S1 feet in l-ngth and having 
atciie retaiiiiim walK 14 feet above the 
railroad track level.

coke per nay, w hich w ill be loaded 
ateamers by a steam derrick which will 
elivate oar as well as coke, and then 
lower it into the hold to prevent break 
ago.
